The ques- 

tion has no longer any practical impor- 

tance. An instrument cannot be a com- 
pact between parties who unanimously 
repudiate it and deny that it is such. 

We are loyal to the Constitution, if we 
obey it and endeaver to maintain it in 
itsintegrity. Unquestionably we do not 
any the less value the great principles of 
political liberty which it sanctions and 
embodies, and the inestimable guaran- 
tees of civil liberty which it contains 
and consecrates, because they are declared 
and guaranteed by the people as a nation, 
and not by the States as Sovereigns ; nor 
because we do not think them as securely 
guaranteed in one case as they would be 
in the other. They-are none the less dear 
to us, _— they are insecure. On the 
contrary, We are for that reason only the 
more jealous of any departure from those 
principles, of any infringement of those 
rights. Deeming their permanence to be 
less certainly assured, we feel that (that 
eternal vigilance is only the more neces- 
sary which is the price of liberty. 
Rights that have no other guarantee for 
their continuance, principles that have ne 
other security for their permanence, than 
the fickle and futtuating willof atumul- 
tuous democracy, must always be unsafe, 
and may almost be said to have no guar- 
antee at all. 

Kuowing that to invest an ignorant 
and sefni-savage race with the right of 
suffrage would inealeulably weaken such 
guarantees as remain, and immensely 
diminish if not utterly destroy the secu- 
rities of our civ) and political rights, 
and take away from our institutions the 
characteristic of stability and perma- 
nence, We aré necessarily opposed to so 
rash and fatal and mad an experiment. 
Others think it may be safely ventured 
upon. We know thatit cannot. There 
is little enough already of the permanent 
and stable in our institutions. We cde- 
test anarchy and despotism alike. We 
dread and fear them alike. We have 
seen both, during the four years of war,

Ever after, 
while that folly continues, the Institu- 
tions of the eountry rest upon the thin 
crust that coygrs 4 voleano., 
It ia beginning to be foun 
England to deny po'itical rights to aD 
smmense body of free-born Englishmen, 
to whom they have Rot become dear by 
joug possession, and no one is silly enough 
there to accuse of disloyalty those who, 
like Joun Burony,, are in favour of ex- 
tending the elective franchise.

Loyalty is fidelity to the Constitution 
and legitimate Government of the coun- 
try.

«titution, they are themselves disloyal, 
because they are faithless to the sacred 
trust which not the Populace, but the 
People have entrusted to their hands. 
We regarded the reserved rights aud 
sovereignty of the States as the only sure 
muniments of a genuine republican lib- 
erty. We did not believe permanent 
freedom possible, upon the theory that 
themajority of votes of the people of all 
the states together was entitled to be ex- 
pressed in law and action. Those muni- 
ments are swept away,—perbaps forever.

defeated. The chief securiti@s of civil 
and political liberty, as is now frightfully 
evident, are gone. 
throw away or endeavor to annihilate 
euch as are left? The Constitution, with 
all its other guarantees, still remains, 
embodying the great fundamental prin- 
ciples of free government, the division 
and independence of the departments, 
the jimitations upon despotic power, and 
all the guarantees of individual rights 
familiar to English and American lib- 
erty. Heretofore we understood that 
these were secured to us by a solemn 
eompact between the States, and by the 
«xered and holy faith of each. Each 
State, as we understood it, had solemnly 
promised allthe otters, authorizing all 
and each to guarantee the sacred per- 
formance of her pledges, that she would 
do those things which the Constitution, 
as interpreted by political heteredoxy, 
requires; and that she would refrain 
from doing what, according to the 
same heretical creed, the Constitution- 
prohibits. The solemn faith of the 
States, free, sovereign and independent, 
pledged by each to the other by asolemn 
compact between them, was for us ap 
infinitely higher security for our rights 
and immunities than the arbitrary en- 
actments or formal promises of a tickle 
and ineconstant people, claiming the 
rivht to recall, by empty observation of 
‘the hollow forms prescribed by them- 
«selves, the most solema promises and 
sacred pledges. Wedid not think that 
the pcople of the United States had 
orderca that no State should pass ex 
post facto laws or laws violating the 
ovligation of contracts. We held that 
the STATES had in the most solemn form 
Hound themselocs not to do either. We 
did not think that the peop/e of the 
United States had commanded that the 
privilege of the writ of Habeas Corpus 
should not be su-pended, except in case 
of reLellion or invasion, and when in 
consequence of such invasion or rebel- 
lion the public safety might require it ; 
but that the STATES had by their compact 
made that positive and peremptory stip- 
viation. We did not think that the 
people of the United States had enacted 
that the right of trial by jury should 


remain inviolate; but that the States 


had stipulated for that, and insisted on | 


‘the other guarantees embodied in the 
instrument itself and the amendments 
to it, as conditions precedent to their 
ratification of the draft and project of 
their Delegates. 

However that may have been, it is cer- 
tai that the Constitution is no longer 
an actual compact between the States. 
For each of those whose people now con- 
stitute the nation has emphatically de- 
elared that as States they never were 

yarties to it, and it never was a compact, 
by which they promised anything or en- 
gayed themselves for anything, It is no 
jenger in force as their act and deed. 

They fought and conquered fo effect that, 
and to win the singular privilege of ab- 
dicating their sovereignty antl becoming 
municipal corporations, fractions of that 
unit, the nation.

) coustitutional liberty, if we could, 
under whatever stress of necessity, re 
frain from urging the people of the 


Southern Slites never, pever to ‘cousent 
to it. 

We are equally satisfied that the great 
danger that menaces every republic lies 
in the constant tendency of the legis- 
lative department to encroach upon and 
ultimately to swallow up the I:xecutive 
and Judicial Departments. If the pos- 
sessor of the Executive power is unde- 
cided, vacillating, incompetent, he 
goes down like CHARLES I| and Jovis 
XIV. If be is daring, resolute, self- 
possessed, he crushes the legislature, like 
CROMWELL and the two NAPoLEons. 
In either case, free government has 
but a little lease of life. When we were 
a Whig, we nevertheless refused to ap- 
prove the war waged by our great leader 
upon the Veto power. The clamour 
against the one-man power was always, 
to us, sheer nonsense. It will only be 
formidable, in a free country, after the 
legislative body has itself usurped an 
inordinate power, and made the govern- 
ment an organized anarchy. 

Above all things, we regard with 
) alarm and horror all attacks from every 
| quarter on the independence of the 
| Judiciary. Amid all the political cor- 
| ruptions of the ceuntry, and while the 
Treasury is plundered in every direction, 
and Senators aud Representatives re- 
ceive bribes and connive at jobs, it has 
been rare indeed for a judge, even where 
judges have been elected by the people, 
to be suspected of djishonesty in judg- 
'ment. Whenever the judicial tribunals 
lose their Independence, and can be so 
intimidated or managed as to register 
the edicts of a tyrannical and usurping 
legislature, the Sun of Freedom will 
have set in clouds and darkness. We 
should be disloyal to the Constitution 
and false to our oath of allegiance, if we 
did not oppose all measures that are in- 
tended to make the judicial tribunals the 
mere organs of fection, or to deprive 
them of their dignity and just powers, 
and the respect and consideration to 
which they are entitled in every free 
government, 

We shouid be disloyal, if we could con- 
sent even by silence to approve the sab- 
Stitution of extraordinary and illegal tri- 
buuals, such as military commissions 
are, in the place of those to which the 
| people are accustomed, and which are 
|} odious to despotisms only. We should 
_ be disloyalif wecould consent to be silent 

when citizens are deprived, by arbitrary 
power, of the right of trial by jury. For 
that is nota free country, in which ilie- 
gal arrests are tolerated, upon warrants 
of Secretaries or by orders of military offi- 
cers, and where the privilege of the writ 
Of habeas corpus is denied, and men are 
tried otherwise than in accordance with 
the old and venerable forms of the com- 
mon law, aud before the ccurts author- 
ized by the Constitution. 

We should be disloyal if we failed to 
protest against martial law and the es- 
tablishmext of military despotism, any 
where.. They are crimes against human 
nature, and crimes so detestable that 
there are no words adequate to express 
their enormity. It was perfect!y compe- 
tent for Congress to create civil goveri- 
ments in the Southern Provinces in ac- 
cordance with the old precedents. In 
the territory of Arkansas, wher it was 
first created, all the powers of govern- 
ment were vested in the Governor and 
Judges. If Congress thought it necessay 
to subvert the State Government oft 
Louisiaua, why not have followed that 
precedent? A military foree, placed at 
the disposition of these officers, would, 
without difficulty, have preserved order, 
There is no necessity for a military des- 
potism, no excuse for its establishment.

It is simply im- 
possible. We find it sufficiently hard to 
conceive of colour, perfume and taste, as 
the fruits of the chemical combinations 
of matter in the shape of flowers and 
fruits: We do recognize these as «quali- 
ties or incidents of matter, or the results 
of combinations of matter; but by what 
stretch of the imagination cau we con- 
ceive of thought, reason, love, hate, will, 
memory, as the results or phenomena 
flowing from any possible combinations 
of that matter, composing our bodies, 
whose organic constituents we know so 
well to be oxygen, nitrogen, bydrogen, 
carbon, lime, phosphorus, and the like?

It would be as absurd as to endeavor to 
conceive of Giod as the result and fruit of 
the material organization of the universe. 
There is nothing in common between in- 
tellect, memory, the affections and pas- 
sions, and matter, to serve as a basis for 
such a conception.

Myself is not one; simple or even com- 
pound substance, but we have, instead, a 
mere svcccssion of phenomena, each dis- 
tinct from the other, as the successive 
bubbles of effervescence.

You know tbat matter is so eon- 
stituted, and such is its nature, that if 
the whole universe of matter had existed, 
fora million of years, by itself, it never 
could have produced a thought. 
= Could you /ove a succession of phe- 
nomena’ chemical effects produced, one 
after the other, by combinations of mat- 
ter? The idea is a sheer absurdity. 
That you can love, proves that there 
exists a Being to be loved. Nor do you 
love the body, but that somewhat within 
it, whish Is, and existsand is worthy to 
be loved. 

Try toconceive of a wagon thinking er 
loving ! 

You are perfectly conscious that your 
thoughts are not that which thinks, any 
more than the electric sparks are the 
electricity, or the leaves the tree. That 
is self-evident, not requiring to be

proven, nor to be demonstrated 
by logic. You know that it is 
you who love, hate, admire; are 


giad, sorry,angry; and that the love, 
hate, admiration, joy, sorrow and anger 
are not yourself, any more than the pain 
you feel is yourself. -The succcession or 
aggregate of all these and other phe- 
nomeba Can Lo more be conceived by you 
to be yourself, than you can conceive the 
aygregate of the bubbles of effervescence 
to be that which produces them. 

Consciousness of being is plenary evi- 
dence of existence. {t cannot be attrib- 
uted to the phenomena, but only to their 
cause. You cannot conceive of the phe- 
nomena as conscious. You canonly con- 
ceive of them as effects. And you know, 
without and from reasoning and logie, 
that effects flow from causes, ~* 

So we are conscious that oursELF is a 
Moral Being, accountable and responsi- 
ble. We feel this. We donot need logic 
or demonstration to prove to us that the 
law of right and wrong, of merit and 
demerit, applies to us. These laws could 
not attach to a succession of phenomena. 

The brain is the seat and organ of 
Thought. Itis double, like the heart 
aud the organs of sight, hearing and 
sme. But Thought is single, and the 
‘Intellect and that which loves and hates 
is One. Fa 

What ofhcr proof could @ soul have of 
its own existence, than its consciousness 
of it, and its cognizance of its own 


action and effects? It could not 
divide itself, and going to a dis- 
tance fronr itself, examine and 


scrulinize itself. It must possess its 
knowledge of itself within itself. What 
other proof, we may reverently ask, can 
the Deity have, that He exists and acts, 
and is nota mere succession of phenomena 
“than His consciousness and his thought ?

We are copiscious that we do not

There could not, in the’ 
nature of things, be any other proof of 
our immortal nature. This is the only 

legitimate foundation of faith. It may 

be confirmed and strengthened by the 

testimony of other men, claiming to be 

inspired, and to have assurances of our 

immortality direct from the Deity. Our 

consciousness of it is itself inspiration. 

It is God who has written that conscious- 

ness within us, and to doubt it, we must 

deny that there is any certainty, beyond 

what is established by the testimony of 

the senses, Our thoughts are continuing, 

immortal; not like the electric spark, 

born and dying in the same instant. 

The effect must be adequate to the cause. 

Immortal thoughts must proceed from 

an immortal soul. They are the soul’s 

manifestations. 


As real as is the silent, inaudible, in- 
visible language, in which one human 
soul often speaks to, and is heard by, 
another, attracting or repelling, persuad- 
ing, ruling or directing?‘ it, for good or 
evil, so real is the languagein which the 
Deity speaks tothe soul of man, not to 
his reason or faculty of logical ratiocina— 
tion or to his judgment, but to his in- 
stinctsand affections, to his consciousness, 
and to his faith, issue of consciousness 
and instinct. This is inspiration,—the 
same magnetic communication bet ween 
the Deity and the human soul, which 
often, by mere proximity or presence 
places one soul in contact with another, 
and makes them truly one, or one the 
other’s instrument and servant.
